Chinese Reds Pose Greatest 
Threat to UN-Certainly the 
Peacemakers Should Act Now

The C h i n e s e Communists, in 


open defiance of .Lake 
Success, 


have invaded Korea and attacked 
forces fighting under the flag 
of 


the United Nations. This has been 
officially 
confirmed

MacArthur in a special report. 


The situation'is tense — one of 


the most critical moments since 
the end of World War II. 


The United States has called for 
special meeting of the U. N. se- 


nirity council tomorrow to consid 
ir this fresh crisis.

hat China is acting with the bless- 
ngs of Russia, it could be found 
n an amazing official speech dc- 
ivcred in Moscow last night by 
3eputy Premier Bulganin, one of 
Russia's great personalities. 


Bulganin singled out Communist 


China for special praise. He de- 
clared that Korea has 
"become 


the banner of all oppressed peo- 
ples fighting for liberation"

He asserted that the Ko- 
reans had suffered a measure of 
defeat because America had flung 
into the fight all its Far Eastern 
forces, and some from other coun- 
tries.
